Under normal conditions Bel­ 
gium imports 49 per cont of its food. 
Holland 33 per cent, and Norway 57 
per c< nt. These imports are now cut 
off by British and German blockades.

GRASS DESERVES GOOD LAND 


In explaining the desirability of 
grassland agriculture, P. VU Cardon, 
Assistant Chief of the 
Bureau 
of 
Plant Industry, emphasizes that com­ 
paratively few farmers in the United 
States have any experience v itll the 
possibilities. 
“Practically all of the 
land now in grass in this country 
he says, “is land generally unsuited 
lo cultivated crops.” 
Few farmers 
have 
experimented 
with 
growing 
grass on their better land-; but much 
of the land now in crops other than 
grass would be benefited by being 
returned tmporarily to grass. 
Grass cover on land i.ot only saves 
the soil, but improves it, both in fer­ 
tility and in texture. 
Some of the 
most productive soils of the country 
were formed under the grass covers 
that existed 
on the 
prairies 
and 
plains, and good soils can 
be 
re­ 
plenished by wise management of 
grass crops. 
“By according to grass 
its rightful place as a crop in Amer­ 
ican agriculture, we can not 
only 
produce more but better grass and 
thereby derive from it larger bene­ 
fits. 
Grass as a farm crop is worthy 
of as good land and as much man­ 
agerial skill as any other crop," says 
Cardon.

nounced today. 
‘‘Tne'-e loans are made to help 
farm ers to stay on the land and do 
I b etter job of farm ing," Mr. Wel- 
hausen said. “ Livestock ami equip­ 
ment, food, feed, seed, and fertilizer 
are some of the things which are in­ 
cluded in FSA loans in addition to 
general crop production. 
“ Any farm er, no m atter whether 
he is a ten an t or owner, is eligible 
for an FSA loan,” he explained, “ if 
he has a family-size farm on which 
he is now located or can find one 
and can work out a farm plan to re­ 
pay the loan over a period as long 
as five years.” Loans are made only
